16, 1866. 
At that time there was 
just tbe broad prairie. My parents 
moved here and I came with them. 
They took 
up 
their 
residence 
when the Brazos Feed Store is 
now. At that tim# there were liv- 
iag in Bryan: Major Tabor on the 
Mil east of the oil mill, near the 
cemetery; Dr. Jim Webb, who liv­ 
ed where the Howell Lumber Com­ 
pany is now; Copt. W. A. Bell, 
who lived on the nill occupied by 
the West Side Park now; and 
others whom I do not now recall. 
“Some of the first stores in 
B r y n were the W. P. and Allen 
P. Sanger store, which moved to 
Bryan from Millican as the rail­ 
road came north in 1867; the Ta­ 
bor A Loose wholesale grocery, lo­ 
cated where John Hanway’s Har­ 
ness shop is now; Cole Brothers 
general merchandise store where 
the present hardware store stands; 
and others. 
“General H. B. Stoddard came 
to Bryan in 1866 from Millican. 
He was a big Mason and my daddy 
was, too. 
I remember when we 
were coming in to Bryan from 
Benchley one time, we met Gen­ 
eral Stoddard near 
the 
Seale’s 
place— or what ie the Seale place 
now. 
The General’s mount had 
died on him and my father want­ 
ed me to sell one of my ponies. 
I sold it to him, though it was a 
most treasured animal to me, for 
$37.60. 
They laughed at me for 
selling a pony I thought so much 
of. 
Captain Stoddard bought cot­ 
ton at Waco and kept the pony in 
a pasture there. 
That 
fall 
he 
brought the horse back to Bryuu, 
gave the animal to me, along with 
a saddle and bridle and on top of 
that gave me a hundred dollars 
in gold. 
We were always friends 
after that and I never knew a 
better man than General H. B 
Stoddard. 
“ Uapt. 
Billy 
Saunders 
came 
here In ’74 from Virginia. 
He 
clerked for McQueen and Davis 
in the dry goods and grocery store 
where Eugene Edge is now -the 
very same building. 
J. W. John 
ion came here with them. 
Me 
worked for Sapn Eckley rn the 
grocery and general merchandise 
business where the State Bunk is 
now. 
“ I was married in Bryan De 
(ember 2, 1876, to Miss Gusuie 
King, who was born at Eldorado, 
\rkansas, but who came to Bryan 
in 1368. 
She was here two years 
before I M ice." 
Mrs. Eaves inter 
i up ted Sam’s story to say that the 
only store here then was operated 
by a fallow by the name of Grimes 
and most of the people who lived 
around uhut is now Bryan went 
to Millican to do their trading. 
“My daddy was the first roan 
that ever pi oathed a sermon in 
this town and 
he organised the 
Fire! Baptist Church on Novam- 
her 16, 1868, with eleven charter 
members, among them being Capt. 


and Mrs. W. A. Bell, my father 
and mother, Jim B atts and wife 
and Major and Mrs. Tabor. 
“ I used to go to school to Jack 
Barryman where the I.-G. N. depot 
is now located. 
It was in front 
of what is now Emmel’s drug store 
that Bill McKeever killed Greene 
Hearne (the same way the town 
of Hearne is spelled, for good rea­ 
son)— but th at is another story.” 
The reported did not want to 
tire Mr. Eaves too much by talk­ 
ing too much at one time, so he 
left to return at some future date 
and secure another story of the 
early history of Bryan.
